CONTROL OF ROUNDWORMS 
IN HOGS 


There are a number of dis 
eases and parasites of liog.i 
which take a heavy annual toll 
in the form of reduced gains 
unthritinesi and death losses. 
Some of these are infections 
and kviry difficult to diagnose 
s 0 that whenever an outbreak 
of disease does occur in a herd, 
a qualified veteriannrian should 
be consulted without delay. 
Fortunately many losses may 
be prevented by proper sanitat 
ion. For example, losses from 
roundworms, which do a full 
share in reducing the profits 
from hog raising, are largely 
preventable if proper precaut¬ 
ions are taken. While this letter 
will deal only with the contr l 
of roundworms it should be 
noted that th c measures recom 
mended will also help to prevent 
losses from other cau.-es. 

In order to appreciate flu 
fact that the treating of pigs 
with wtorm expellers usually 
gives only temporary relief, or.-' 
must be faiilflfjir with tli c rati re; 
complicated life history of 
roundworms. Thc eggs, which 
are picked up from infected 
ground and swallowed, hatch in 
the intestines. The young wor¬ 
ms then enter the blood stream 
and pass to the liver, then on 
to the heart and from there to 
the lungs. In the lungs they 
develop for a few days, burrow 
through the lung wall and crawl 
up th e windpipe and are coughed 
up into the mouth. The unsus 
pecting hog promptly swallows 
them, retuining them to the 
intestines where they complete 
development. The round trip is 
accomplished in a^>out 10 day.; 
to two weeks and development 
into a full grown worm in the 
intestines takes about 2\'-> m n- 
ths. 


Although a single infection 
would probably not cause ser¬ 
ious trouble, continual re-infect 
ion, with the consequent steady 
procession of immature worms 
through the lungs, causes in¬ 
flammation, coughing and loss 
ol condition. It lias been found 
that mature pigs are somewhat 
tolerant to worm infection but 
they are potent carriers and 
will act a-; a source of infection 
for young pigs which are very 
easily inlected and seriously af¬ 
fected by the worms. 

The important point in con¬ 
trol of roundworms is .an it a t- 
ion. This includes thorough 
scrubbing of pens with boiling 
water and ly e 1 lb. lye t n 30 
or 40 gallons of water) wadi 
ing of sows with soap and water 
prior to furrowing and raising 
young pigs on clean pasture. 
As flic eggs of roundworms a re 
very resistant to thc elements, 
the importance of dean ground 
and clean pastures for young 
hogs cannot be over-emphasiz 
cd. The same pasture should not 
be used two years in succesion 
and dry lots should he changed 
whenever possible. By the time 
pig.; aic four months old, the 
dangerous |>eriod is past and 
it is unlikely that a few worms 
picked up after that time will 
seriously effect them. 

Worms ma v be removed from 
the intestines by certain drugs 
obtainable in capsule form but 
such treatment is only a temp¬ 
orary expedient unless th e begs 
are placed in clean pen 8 or on 
cte?n ground immediately afto 
the tteatmenrt has had time to 
be effective. This will be 24 to 
3 G hours after thc drug has
